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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 to 25 are presented for examination. 

Response to Amendment 
Priority 

2. Applicant's claim for domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) is acknowledged. 
However, the provisional application upon which priority is claimed fails to provide 
adequate support under 35 U.S.C. 112 for claims 1 to 25 of this application. The priority 
is not granted for the following reasons: first, on July 5**^ 2001 , a preliminary 
amendment was filed to vacate priority claims to provisional application 6/206,133 and 
has resulted in a defective oath. Secondly, the title of the provision application is 
different and seems intended for a different subject matter, i.e., the title of provisional 
application is "ubiquitous inter connections of in home consumer applications" and the 
title of the non-provisional application is " method and apparatus for adaptively coding a 
data signal." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The rejection of claims 1 to 5 and 10 under 35 USC 103 (a) as being obvious by 
Eroz et al. in view of Rowitch et al. is maintained. 
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4. The rejection of claims 13, 21 to 23 and 25 as being obvious over Kodama et al. 
in view of McCallister et al is withdrawn . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 13 to 25 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the instant invention is directed to an apparatus for producing a punctured 
coded signal from a data signal comprising a puncture encoder including an adjusted 
number of error correction bits. 

The prior art made of record teaches a puncture encoder for puncturing coded 
signals to improve coding gain; however, the prior art made of record, taken alone or in 
combination fails to teach or fairly suggest or render obvious the novel element of the 
puncture encoder in combination with the other claimed elements as recited in 
independent claim 1 3. Specifically, the prior art made of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a puncture encoder for generating, said puncture coded signal from the data 
signal, where said puncture coded signal has, for each data block in said sequence of 
data blocks, a number of bits equal to a number of bits in a particular data block plus an 
adjusted number of error correcting bits. Claims 14 to 25 are directly or indirectly 
dependent on claim 13 and are allowed over the prior art made of record.
